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HAS ASHFORD 
BEATEN THE 
RECESSION? 


Figures show our jobs market has recovered from the downturn 


ASHFORD has officially 
beaten the recession, accord¬ 
ing to a report from the 
South East Regional Devel¬ 
opment Agency despite 38 
town centre shops standing 
empty. 

The document produced by the 
development group’s research and 
economics team states that along with 
Dartford, the town’s economy will be 
the fastest growing in Kent. 

The report also shows that employ¬ 
ment levels in Ashford have already 
returned to 2007 levels, and the

town’s gross value added growth rate 
(GVA), which measures an area’s eco¬ 
nomic output, will continue at a fast 
pace over the next year. 

It says: “Projections indicate a 
strong GVA growth rate this year in 
Ashford and Dartford at 2.7 per cent 
and 2.6 per cent, respectively. 

“This is substantially larger than 
the average growth rate for Kent and 
Medway (1.8 per cent). In 2011, 
Ashford is expected to continue grow¬ 


ing at a relatively fast pace (2.5 per 
cent) along with Sevenoaks and 
Tunbridge Wells.” 

However, the report says the predic¬ 
tions should be treated with caution 
and that for the retail sector times are 
still tough. 

And according to a new campaign 
backed by local artists Terry Anthony 
and John Hopkin, 38 shops within the 
ring road are currently empty. They 
want landlords to waive rents so the 
empty windows can display artist’s 
work until a new tenant is found. 

Mr Anthony said: “We want both 
professional and amateur artists to

Quick out the 
blocks in race 
for 2012 base

WITH Olympic-standard 
training grounds such as 
the Julie Rose Stadium 
and Stour Centre, interna¬ 
tional teams including the 
USA and Uganda are eye¬ 
ing up Ashford as a poten¬ 
tial 2012 base. 

Last week, delegates from 
Uganda were given a tour of what 
the town has to offer, and last 
month the USA paralympic team 
was checking out the options. 

Secretary general of the Ugandan 
Olympic committee, Penninah 
Kabenge, and intern Patience 
Nakiwuge were joined by Mayor of 
Ashford Cllr Alan Wells, council 
leader Cllr Paul Bartlett, chief exec¬ 
utive of Ashford Leisure Trust 
Emma Wood, trust chairman Mick 
Hubert and head of cultural servic¬ 
es Mark Carty. 

So far, delegates from seven 
Olympic teams have been shown 
around. As well as the Julie Rose 
and Stour Centre, Ashford has two 
other approved Olympic facilities: 
Great Chart Golf Club and 
Chilham Park cross-country horse 


riding centre. The Ugandan visitors 
also looked at Ashford Boxing Club 
and local hotels and were given a 
brochure about what is available in 
the rest of the borough. 

With the Games less than two 
years away, town chiefs hope a 
major attraction for teams will be 
the fast rail link to the Olympic 
Park in Stratford. 

The 30-minute journey means the 
stadium is virtually on the town’s 
doorstep with central London just 
five more minutes down the line. 

Visitors can also access Europe 
with Eurostar services stopping at 
the International station. 

Cllr Bartlett said: “Ashford has 
longstanding links with sporting 
excellence, with local athletes com¬ 
peting at a national level, not to 
mention our own Olympians Jamie 
Staff and Lisa Dobriskey. 

“Competing countries will not 
only be looking for suitable facili¬ 
ties, but also a range of accommoda¬ 
tion, good transport links and 
leisure facilities for athletes to enjoy 
when not training. 

“Ashford has four approved train¬ 
ing camps, unbeatable transport 
links, accommodation to suit all 
budgets and a beautiful setting.”

MP Damian Green said: “Ashford is 
in a stronger position than most 
areas of Kent. As the economy recov¬ 
ers we need to take advantage of that 
and let the world know Ashford is 
actually the best placed in the UK 
You can build houses but we need 
jobs to go with them.” 

Bishop lends a hand 

ST MARYS Church welcomed the 
Bishop of Dover to Ashford on 
Saturday. 

The Rt Rev Trevor Willmott’s visit 
was in preparation for the Friends of 
Kent Churches Ride and Stride 
event, which helps maintain church¬ 
es across the county. 

At St Mary’s, Bishop Willmott 
helped clear the church in prepara¬ 
tion for building work due to start 
next month. In June, plans were 
approved to create an improved arts 
venue in the church. 

The £1.7 million project includes 
creating a flexible space in the nave 
for worship, ceremonies and perform¬ 
ances, with new seating and under¬ 
floor heating, improved disabled 
access, and repairs to the ceiling, 
walls and paintwork. 

NHS survey feedback 

THE NHS is conducting a survey 
about how local people want to get 
access to medicine. 

It wants residents in Ashford and 
east Kent fill out a questionnaire for 
its pharmaceutical needs assessment 
(PNA).

Homeless charity visit by Green 


MP DAMIAN Green visited the 
homeless charity Shelter in Ashford 
on Friday. 

The MP said he wanted to know 
more about the work the charity is 
doing. 

‘We have had two years of reces¬ 
sion and the number of people with 
housing problems has gone up,” he 
said. “Even in Ashford, which is rela¬ 
tively prosperous, Shelter says there 
are about a third more people coming 
in than two years ago. 

“They have lots of specific projects 
to help people and are moving into 
debt and benefits advice. People often 
have multiple difficulties. In hard 
economic times there is a bigger 
demand for subsidised housing. 

“During the Stanhope redevelop¬ 
ment there was less social housing 
available than normal ,although now

that is nearly finished.” 

One of the services the charity in 
Ashford carries out is finding homes 


for people leaving prison. 

Mark Ellison, service manager for 
Shelter, said: “We cover mid and 
south-west Kent and other areas of 
the county through our outreach 
services. We are trying to apply a 
holistic approach to people’s housing 
problems.” 

The charity says problems can 
snowball very quickly meaning peo¬ 
ple are left without a home. 

Mr Ellison said: “If people are suf¬ 
fering mortgage problems it’s really 
important to find independent legal 
advice as soon as problems arise. 

“People should come and see us as 
soon as possible. Nationally and 
locally there is a lack of affordable 
housing. We need to ensure social 
housing is at the top of the agenda. 
There has to be an element of hous¬ 
ing that is affordable.” 
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New call centre could

AS MANY as 600 jobs could be com¬ 
ing to Ashford as a major health 
company reconsiders plans to locate 
a new call centre. 

AXA PPP Healthcare is one of the country’s 
largest providers of private medical insurance. 

The company announced plans to build a 
42,000 sq ft call centre at Repton Park in May 
last year, bringing up to 600 jobs to the town. 
But the scheme was put on hold because of the 
economic downturn. 

Now the company’s operations director, David 
Clarke, says AXA is looking again at its options 
in Ashford. 

His comments come after plans to take over a 
large government office building in Tunbridge 
Wells were dashed when it did not go on sale on 
the open market. 

The company currently employs about 1,900 
people in the west Kent town but says it 
intends to migrate some of its workforce to a 
more business-friendly location. 

Mr Clarke said: “We were hoping to acquire 
the Land Registry building in Tunbridge Wells, 
which was an ideal opportunity for us to ease 
our current lack of space and allow for future 
growth. 

“There was not an open sale process, howev¬ 
er, so we have not been able to secure the build¬ 
ing and Tunbridge Wells Council will be mov¬ 
ing to this location. 

“We have previously looked at creating a site 
in Ashford, in addition to our main operation in 


Tunbridge Wells, in order to meet our growth 
needs and we will revisit this option if there is 
no opportunity in Tunbridge Wells.” 

The company says high house prices in the 
spa town also make it difficult for the company 
to recruit new workers. 

The Repton Park application, which has 
already been passed by Ashford’s planning 
committee, includes two new three-storey 
buildings, with landscaping and the provision 
of 205 parking spaces and 70 cycle spaces. 

The buildings would be built to the latest 


environmental standards and include solar 
thermal panels for hot water and tanks to col¬ 
lect rainwater for flushing toilets. 

Repton Park includes former Templer 
Barracks site. It covers 50 hectares and when 
completed will include 1,250 new homes and 
facilities such as shops, a school, doctor’s sur¬ 
gery and community centre. 

A spokesman for Ashford’s Future said: “We 
do have opportunities available should a com¬ 
pany the size of AXA want to relocate to the 
town.” 


No-show benefit 
cheat is fined 

A BENEFIT fraudster has been fined 
after failing to attend court. 

David Mallett, 34, formerly of 
Brookfield Road, had worked for four 
months without telling the council and 
Department of Work and Pensions his 
circumstances had changed. He was 
overpaid more than £1,000. 

However, Mallett had been invited to 
attend interviews with Ashford council 
to discuss the situation on several occa¬ 
sions but failed to turn up. 

A council spokesman said: “Mr Mallett 
failed to attend court when required, 
which resulted in his arrest.” 

Because of the relatively low levels of 
overpayment, Mallett could have 
received a lesser penalty but magis¬ 
trates took a serious view of his failure to 
attend interviews and court. 

He was fined £215 and ordered to pay 
costs of £600. He must also repay 
£973.96 of Housing Benefit and £229.94 
of Council Tax Benefit. 

New car park plans 
cause controversy 

QUADRANT Estates, which is involved 
in the development the Eureka Business 
Park, wants to build a 300-space car 
park close to new office buildings. 

The company says providing parking 
will alleviate the problems of workers at 
the Northdown and Northdown two 
buildings using nearby roads. 

The plans are backed by the parish 
council. 

However, the Sandyhurst Residents’ 
Association has objected to the plans 
because the park would be on the site of 
a current public footpath. 

There have also been concerns that if 
parking charges are too high it will deter 
workers from using the car park.

Litter workout 
cleans woods 

A GROUP of volunteers went out 
in Great Chart Wood on Monday to 
clear up rubbish. 

The event was part of the British

Figures released by Keep Britain 
Tidy have revealed council taxpay¬ 
ers fork out £500 million a year to 
clean the streets. Over 30 million 
tonnes of litter are collected from 
our streets each year and the UK 
rat population is now 60 million.

“Ashford has its fair share of litter 
problems, but thanks to the 
Ashford Green Gym we have people 
prepared to do something about it.”

Brave Kitkat needs 
a caring new home 


STAFF at the Eureka Veterinary 
Centre have come to the aid of an 
unfortunate puss called Kitkat. 

The 18-month-old black cat was hit 
by a car and suffered serious 
injuries. The encounter left him with 
a broken front leg and injuries to his 
chest and lungs. 

The brave moggy was missing for 
four days after the accident but man¬ 
aged to make his own way home. 

After being stabilized at an emer¬ 
gency clinic overnight, he was taken 
to the veterinary centre at Trinity 
Road for further treatment. 

A spokesman for the vets said: 
“Unfortunately, his owner could not 
afford the necessary fracture repair 
treatment and Kitkat’s life was 
hanging in the balance. 

“Normally, the only option we 
would have would be to put him to 
sleep. We decided that this fantastic 
cat deserved another chance in life 
and we took responsibility for him.” 

Some money has been put forward 
for the animal’s vital surgery but 
staff are looking for more donations, 
and a person willing to be his new 
owner. 

The spokesman added: 'Without 
more help and surgery Kitkat will 
be in constant pain and we will be 
left with no option other than to 


euthanize him. The practice and 
staff have already donated some 
money to his operation but we are 
still trying to raise more funds and 
we are looking for a loving new home 
for this wonderful character.”

Homes plan may 
be reduced, says 
council leader 


THE council says it will press 
ahead with the development of 
Chilmington Green despite objec¬ 
tions, but it looks like the number 
of houses will be cut. 

Leader of the council, Paul Bartlett said: 
“We will probably see 5,000 houses rather 
than the predicted 7,000 to accommodate the 
improved design. 

‘We are consulting on the detailed layout of 
the planning of the site to try and under¬ 
stand what the people who will be affected 
would like to see.” 

A consortium of developers is already 
signed up, ready to start building. 

Head of planning Richard Alderton said 
Chilmington had been part of the town’s 
house building plans for a long time. He said 
the coalition government’s policy meant 
Ashford did not have to chase unrealistic 
housing targets. 

“Our aim remains to make Chilmington 
Green a thriving, sustainable community 
based around a High Street with attractive 
homes in easy reach of parks and open 
spaces, shops and community facilities, as 
well as excellent public transport connec¬ 
tions to the town centre,” he said. 

“We will continue to work closely with local 
people to design this community in a way 
that sees the best of the area’s heritage, land-

scape and ecological assets protected.” 

But a leading campaigner against the 
development, Max Frohnsdorff, said local 
opposition had been continually ignored. 

He said: “The ‘consultations’ have wilfully 
overlooked the fact that 2,000 people, includ¬ 
ing 90 per cent of the tiny local population, 
have put their names to a petition opposing 
the principle of development. 

“The project has no democratic legitimacy. 
Ashford has not created the wealth, jobs or 
infrastructure needed to sustain its growth.” 

Mr Frohnsdorff said the loss of the country¬ 
side for housing was appalling. 

He said: “The reason Ashford council is 
pushing forward an enormous green field 
project is because it is easier and more prof¬ 
itable to concrete over the countryside than 
regenerate brown fields in the town centre. 

“The coalition government has scrapped 
the South East Development Plan and 
devolved planning to borough councils. 

“If it is Ashford council’s own desire that 
Ashford should be a growth town, then it 
must come clean and say so. 

“Ashford does not have to meet the pre¬ 
recession building targets of a government 
that is no longer in office. The foundations 
upon which the principle of development was 
established no longer exist or apply.”

The new courts will strengthen the 
club’s link with Wye Primary School, 
which involves offering free coaching ses¬ 
sions to more than 140 pupils a week. 

Cllr Wickham said: “The opening of the 
new facilities will help increase access to 



tennis for the whole community. Anyone 
can play - all you need is a pair of trainers 
and a racquet and ball, which you can bor¬ 
row from the club. 

“I commend Graham Sutherland and his 
team in driving the club forward, in partic¬ 
ular their involvement in encouraging 
more young children to take up the sport.”

Councils to have 
more say on laws 

THE Government is introducing new leg¬ 
islation to allow councils to create and 
abolish byelaws. 

The new act will mean local authorities 
can get rid of old antiquated regulations 
which are no longer relevant. 

Currently Ashford has ten bylaws. Most 
of the more bizarre ones have already 
been abohshed and the remaining exam¬ 
ples relate to issues such as public health. 
One example prevents roller skating and 
skateboarding in Stanhope Square. 

The Government says the main pur¬ 
pose of the new legislation is to allow 
councils to react to issues raised by its 
residents without having to get it 
approval from central government. 

Local Government Minister Grant 
Shapps said it was a way in which power 
can be given back to people. 

He urged them to contact councils if 
they had a particular issue in their area. 

Cllr Paul Bartlett, leader of the council, 
said: “Ashford Borough Council welcomes 
any Government initiative which makes 
it easier to regulate issues that can be a 
nuisance to local people and therefore 
improve the lives of residents in our com¬ 
munities and neighbourhoods.”

ASHFORD’s Future estimates 
40,000 baths of water have been 
saved by a sustainability scheme 
in Kennington and Bybrook. 

The pilot project, which also gave residents 
free advice on how save energy, took place 
between March and August this year. 

As part of the scheme 451 homes signed up 
for a visit from an energy and water expert, 
2,000 energy saving gadgets were also given 
away free, including energy monitors, chimney 
balloons, tap aerators and reflective 
radiator panels. 

The project is part of the town’s carbon off¬ 
setting scheme. It is aimed specifically at older 
properties that are less energy efficient. 

On average each home will make a saving of 
£75 pounds on their utility bills which equates 
to powering 27 homes in a year. 

Laurienne Tibbies, Ashford’s Future sustain¬ 
ability manager, said: “I am sure residents will 
start to see the difference a few very simple 
efficiency measure have on their energy and 
water bills. 

“Ashford is in a water-stressed area, and the 


likely future increases in gas and electricity 
prices might also add to pressure on house¬ 
hold budgets.” 

Experts also advised on installing cavity 
wall insulation, improving central heating sys¬ 
tems, repairing leaks and applying for energy 
saving grants. 

It is hoped the scheme will be rolled out 
across the rest of the town in the future. 

Chris Jones, a mother of two from Kenning¬ 
ton, said: “The electricity monitor is a fantastic 
tool for helping the kids understand how much 
electricity they are using, as you can’t normal¬ 
ly see electricity. 

'We are having fun comparing how much 
electricity we use, and my daughter is 
now timed when she’s got the hair straighten- 
ers on.” 

The scheme was also backed by Kent County 
Council, the Environment Agency and Ashford 
council. The advisors came from the environ¬ 
mental agency CEN (Creative Environmental 
Networks). 

Laurienne Tibbies added: “As the town 
grows, we must ensure it does so sustainably, 
and any advice or support we can give to help 
residents save energy, water, and money 
will benefit the town and its people long into 
the future.”

Q Since leaving the Jungle in I'm a Celebrity you have 
taken up quite a few hobbies - what are they? 

Well, I still go boxing four times a week, 
and of course I’ve got my pilot’s licence, but 
I’ve now taken up running and am planning 
on taking part in next year’s London 
Marathon.

A Yes, and if you don’t, you have to remind 
yourself why you came into the business in 
the first place - the answer should never be for 
the money, but just for the job. Nobody ever 
starts doing it just for the money; I think there 
must be something wrong with comics who 
want to get on stage and say ‘please love me’, 
what’s the need that makes you want to do 
that? 

But I intended to be an actor, really, and I did 
a play recently with Stephen Berkoff for two 
nights at the New End Theatre in Hampstead.

Tell me about the new tour? 


A I was lucky enough to know Bob 
Monkhouse, and was close to him at the 
end. He was a great influence in my life and 
my attitude to the business. He was a gentle¬ 
man, with not a bad word to say about anyone. 
I did New Faces, and he asked me around and 
helped me get on to other shows. Like him, I’d 
rather be liked. 

I also like Steve Martin; he was the first to 
do that random, anarchic kind of comedy, and 
a genius at stand-up, and then packed it in. 


A Well it’s called the ESP Tour and it fea¬ 
tures all sorts of craziness and a bit more of 
the ESP stuff. I’ve always been quite intrigued 
by that sort of thing and the way mind readers 
use it - but I just take the mick out of it and 
people love it. 

My favourite bits of the show are always the 
bits with the audience. To be honest, it’s not 
something I really believe in, though. 

Comedian Joe Pasquale is set to appear at Centrall Hall, 
Chatham, on October 10, before further dates on October 
15 at the Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone, October 17 at the 
Assembly Hall, Tunbridge Wells and November 8 at the 
Orchard Theatre, Dartford.

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Couple fined for neglect of dog

MARITAL breakdown saw a 12- 
year-old collie dog became so infect¬ 
ed with fleas she was taken from 
her owners by RSPCA officers. 

The couple at the heart of the case were 
Aytac Mehmet, 43, and his former wife Dawn 
Mehmet, 41. They had moved to their home in 
Ashford from London in 2007. 

In July 2009 RSPCA officers visited their 
home and found the dog covered in fleas, with 
hair missing and bite marks on her rear. 

She was also suffering from an eye infection. 

The officers took the animal to Kingsnorth 
Veterinary Centre where vet Sharon Marsh 
concluded her condition must have been poor 
for at least three months. 


The case revolved around 
whether the couple had 
knowingly neglected the dog. 

Both were charged on three 
counts of neglect, failure to 
provide adequate parasitic 
control, failure to provide 
veterinary care in respect of 
flea allergic dermatitis and 
failure to provide veterinary 
care for an eye condition. 

Jess had been with the 
family since she was a seven-week-old puppy. 
She had been a fit and active dog until 2005 
when she had an emergency hysterectomy. 
Since the operation she had developed a skin 
condition and other complications including 
ongoing ear infections and eye problems. 

The court heard the couple’s marriage had 
broken down in December 2008, around the 
last time she had been seen by Barrow Hill 


vets in Ashford. 

Mr Mehmet, who had reg¬ 
ularly walked the dog, 
worked as a Park Ranger in 
Hackney and now spent lit¬ 
tle time at home since the 
marriage breakdown. 

Mrs Mehmet’s defence 
said she looked after the 
family’s pets but, because of 
working night shifts and 
looking after two children, 
was finding it increasingly difficult to care for 
the dog. 

Despite this, she had tried to deal with Jess’s 
flea problem by administering insecticide 
shampoos and drops with little success. 

She had treated the animal with Frontline 
flea shampoo two days before the RSPCA 
inspectors arrived. 

She said: “I tried to treat the fleas but they 


were horrendous. When they took her away I 
thought she would be back the same day. I 
would never have agreed to sign her over to 
the RSPCA - it’s like signing over one of my 
children.” 

The solicitor defending Mrs Mehmet, Paul 
Hogben, argued RSPCA officers had mislead 
her because she had assumed they would take 
the dog to its regular vet. He also asked why 
the prosecuting officer had not contacted 
Barrow Hill vets to see the dog’s medical 
records. 

The bench found Mrs Mehmet guilty on two 
counts of neglect and Mr Mehmet of all three. 

Chairman of the Bench, Paul Seward, said: 
“The marital split was the cause of this 
offence. Jess has now been out of your care for 
14 months. You will not be disqualified from 
keeping animals in the future.” 

Mr Mehmet was ordered to pay £1,000 costs, 
Mrs Mehmet was ordered to pay £700.

One grandfather, Mick Morley, who took part 
in an event last year, said: “All the adults who 
came along pitched in and planted vegetables, 
put up a greenhouse and installed bat boxes. 

“It was amazing what a difference we made 
in a relatively short time. It made me want to 
help out on a regular basis. I go over a few 
times a week now and help the kids water 
plants, take cuttings and plant seeds.” 


Each school taking part has the opportunity 
to win a £900 patio glasshouse. 

Sue Biggs, director general at the RHS, said: 
“Now that teachers are starting to plan the 
activities, it is important to remember that to 
make the events a real success they will need 
the support of local adults, not just mums and 
dads but grandparents, family friends, local 


gardening enthusiasts and nearby businesses. 
We’d urge everyone to get in touch with their 
local school, find out if they’re holding an 
event, and get the date in their diary.”

The new Government's planned education shake-up is welcome, says Gary Wright... 



NOW the exam celebrations are over and 
students are settling down to a new 
academic year, it’s time for a little reflection. 

I have already written extensively about the A-level 
mania that grips this country as our 18-year-olds are 
propelled through the system towards a university place, 
a potentially useless degree and a £20,000 debt. 

So too our GCSE system, where schools’ success is 
judged by the number of pupils who attain five or more 
grade Cs or above in any old subject, even though a mere 
five grade C GCSEs don’t get the pupil anywhere. 

The class of 2010 was, according to educationalists, 
another bumper year for even better qualifications, both 
at GCSE and A-level. 

So, now that the back-patting is over, I thought it worth 
a closer look at the facts behind the euphoria. 

Academic qualifications in core subjects have fallen. 
Fact. Non-academic qualifications were allowed parity 
with academic GCSEs from 2004, thanks to Blair’s mob. 
So ‘computer skills’, ‘sports leadership’ and certificates of 
‘personal effectiveness’ were given parity with traditional 
subjects on those all-important league tables. 

Understandably, the average teenager chose those easy 
subjects over science, history and languages. So too the 
schools, with that ever watchful eye on league tables. 
Figures show an amazing 2,300 per cent rise in the 
number of pupils choosing non-academic qualifications in 
six years. 

Last year, 64,000 16-year-olds took a ‘first award in IT, 
seen as equivalent to a GCSE, but taking a lot less time 
to teach. Did these schools push their students to take it 


just to boost their league table points? Oh, I think so. 
Meanwhile 44,000 fewer children took a science or an 
additional science compared with the previous year. And 
French dropped out of the top ten GCSEs for the first 
time (Labour decided it was no longer compulsory for 14 
to 16-year-olds in 2004). 

Today, only 15 per cent of our 16-year-olds achieved 
what can described as good GCSE results in English, 
maths, science, foreign languages and humanities. 

So three cheers for our new leaders, who have decided 
to look again. With the launch of the English 
Baccalaureate from next year, pupils will be able to gain 
it only by getting C or above in five subjects including 
English literature, maths, a science, a foreign language 
and one humanity (including histoiy geography, art or 
music). 

So employers will really understand the academic 
ability of youngsters (universities won’t care, so long as 
they can keep taking at least £3,000 a year). 

Asian countries are outstripping the UK in scientific 
learning and education minister Michael Gove says he is 
determined to “introduce more young people to the best 
that has been thought and written”. 

It signals an end to school league tables and a simple 
recognition of success in core subjects. We will have the 
White Paper this autumn and can expect a lot of heckling 
from Labour and heads who fear they won’t be able to 
find enough teachers of the right calibre to match their 
successes with easy GCSEs. 

I share the latter fear, too, but commend the return to 
proper education, which stops the slide toward 
‘qualifications’, which are no such thing.

Too much is put 
on them by schools and parents to 
aim for a degree course rather than 
allowing them to blossom in their 
own way.

Youngsters miss out 
on natural contact 

Kent’s younger generation is 
missing out on the childhood 
experiences of nature their parents 
and grandparents enjoyed, 
according to research by the RSPB. 

It marks the launch of Every 
Child Outdoors, the RSPB’s report 
into the relationship between 



children and nature. People were 
asked which of 12 outdoor 
experiences they remembered 
having as a child. 

For men it was climbing trees 
(80 per cent), building a camp or 
den (77), and collecting and 
playing conkers (75). For women 
it was making a daisy chain (80 
per cent), feeding the birds (67) 
and collecting and playing 
conkers (66). 

However, the research showed 
that significantly fewer 15 to 34- 
year-olds had these kinds of 
childhood experiences compared 
with those aged over 55. 

To many, it would seem obvious 
that a crucial part of childhood is 
exploring the world around you. 

Unfortunately, this is far from 
the case and the amount of time 
and contact children are having 
with nature is declining. 

Growing evidence shows the 
diverse and positive impacts of 
contact with nature on a child’s 
education, health, well-being and 
social skills - as well as the 
benefits to the environment. At 
the same time there has been a 
decline in these opportunities 
with negative consequences for 
children, families and society. 

The RSPB’s Dungeness reserve 
is a great place for children to go 
and experience the outdoors. It 
welcomes 4,500 pupils annually 
and has been awarded the 
national Learning Outside the 
Classroom quality badge. 

School groups can take part in 
the Living Classrooms 
programme with an exciting 
range of activities designed to 
work with the national 
curriculum in science and 
geography. The activities also link 
to literacy, numeracy, IT, 
citizenship and thinking skills. 

Children can also join the 
Wildlife Explorer group which 
meets monthly. Members discover 
more about the reserve and all 
the creatures that live there as 
well as meeting the wardens and 
helping with conservation. 

The RSPB has more than a 40- 
year history in getting children 
outdoors and is committed to 
continuing to play our part. 

We also need government and 
schools to recognise the crucial 
role the public believes they 
should play in enabling all 
children to experience, enjoy and 
benefit from contact with the 
natural environment. 

There is overwhelming support 
for getting every child outdoors, 
with 92 per cent of the public 
agreeing that experiences of 
nature are still important to 
children today. A study by Ofsted 
found schools relied heavily on 
financial contributions from 
parents and carers to meet the 
costs of school trips and visits. 

The RSPB is concerned that 
children from poorer backgrounds 
miss out on these experiences. 

We believe all children should 
have an equal opportunity to 
experience nature. 

More than 290,000 people have 
signed the RSPB’s Letter to the 
Future, which calls on greater 
investment in nature and 
inspiring children to protect it.

SOME special musical guests will 
be arriving in Kent in spectacular 
style tomorrow. 

To mark the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of composer Chopin, the Polish National Radio 
Symphony Orchestra is paying a visit to Dover 
to perform a special concert. But they will be 
travelling across the seas in eye-catching fash¬ 
ion, aboard Dar Mlodziezy. 

The three-mast frigate is a Polish sailing 
training vessel designed by Zygmunt Choren 
and launched at the Gdansk Shipyard in 1982. 

During the day, visitors will be able to visit 
the ship, which was built for around the world 
trips and can stay at sea for up to 60 days. The 
ship won the 2006 World Cup regatta around 
Bornholm and now it is bringing the orchestra 
to Dover, as part of a series of celebratory con¬ 
certs around Europe. 

The orchestra is performing at Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Oslo and Boulogne-sur-Mer, as 
well as Dover. 

The voyage, dubbed DFDS Seaways Under 
the Flag of Chopin, has been arranged in part¬ 
nership with the Embassy of the Republic of 
Poland and the Polish Cultural Institute. It is 
also supported by the Ministry of Culture and 
National Heritage, Fryderyk Chopin Institute 
in Warsaw and Adam Mickiewicz Institute in 
Warsaw. 

Thursday’s journey across the sea will culmi¬ 
nate in a performance by the orchestra at 
Dover Town Hall at 7pm on Thursday. 

Conducted by Jacek Kasprzyk, the concert 
will feature rising soloist Ewa Kupiec and 
includes some music which is appropriate for 
the seaside setting. The programme also 
includes Chopin’s Fantasy on Polish Airs and 
Andante Spianato and Grand Polonaise in E 
flat major. 

Last year the orchestra played to a sell-out 
audience at Canterbury Cathedral, when 
Krzysztof Penderecki conducted his acclaimed 
St Luke Passion as part of the Sounds New 
Contemporary Music Festival. 

Considered to be Poland’s leading orchestra, 
it also acts as a cultural ambassador on the 
international art scene. 

Bom in a village in the Duchy of Warsaw in 
1810, Chopin soon revealed himself to be a 
child prodigy pianist and composer. His educa¬ 
tion was completed in the city, but following 
the November 1830 uprising, he became part 
of the Polish Great Emigration when he 
moved to Paris. 

He gave few public performances during his 
career, supporting himself by teaching and 
composing. For 10 years he shared a tempes¬ 
tuous relationship with female French writer, 
George Sand and their affair has been the 
focus of much interest, including a theatre 
show called The Last Ballade. 



When Chopin first met Sand, she was the 
mistress of his friend, fellow composer Franz 
Liszt and he took an immediate dislike to her. 
But they later fell in love and their relation¬ 
ship ended just two years before his death. 

His technically-demanding works are still 
extremely popular today, for although they are 
challenging, they also express great emotion 
and subtle nuances. Not only did he make 
major innovations to certain musical tech¬ 


niques, he also invented the musical form 
known as the instrumental ballade. 

Despite his genius, Chopin was not destined 
to live to an old age. Throughout his life he suf¬ 
fered from health problems and he died in 
Paris in October 1849, aged just 39.

SONY Ericsson reckons the Xperia X10 is so good 
they even brought out a fun-size version the X10 Mini. 

And this range of flagship phones is an 
entertaining choice with some nice soft¬ 
ware that brings social networking and 
media galleries together in two easily nav¬ 
igated streams. 

The large Xperia X10 and its cigarette- 
box size brother, the keyboard-equipped 
X10 mini Pro, both look the part boasting a 
sleek, black body and sparkling screen. 

And the phones have brains as well as 
beauty with powerful processors running 
Google's Android operating system and 
great cameras, with the X10 packing a 
whopping 8.1 megapixel shooter. 

The mini is not far behind with a 
decent 5 megapixel offering. 


Sony Ericsson has added its own features to the 
standard Android package, commonly called a skin. 

This consists of Timescape - which brings together 
all your social feeds from Twitter to text messages into 
one media stream - and 
Mediascape - which does the 
same but for photos and video, 
allowing you to view albums on 
Facebook as well as those stored 
on your phone. 

Timescape presents you 
with a smooth- scrolling 
stream of tweets, texts and 
status updates, but it's pretty 
much just a viewer. To see the 
message you tap once, but to 
reply you have to open a sepa¬ 
rate app, be it Twitter, text 
messages or Facebook. 
Mediascape on the other 


hand is a great addition, and it is nice 
to have all your pictures in one 
place, especially displayed on the 
XIO's brilliant screen. 

The only downside is current¬ 
ly the phones still run an elder¬ 
ly version of Android. 

Stuck on'droid 1.6, users 
miss out on Microsoft 
Exchange support, a 
deal-breaker for 
many busi¬ 
ness cus¬ 
tomers, and it 
can only support one 
Google account at a time. There are 
workarounds -1 used an app which came bundled with 
the review phone called Moxier Mail. It does the job, but 
it's not the integrated experience it should be on a 
phone like the X10. 


And despite the power of the hardware, you will 
find moments where the otherwise responsive 
screen drags and stutters. 

But wait! News just in is that this month Sony 
Ericsson will finally be 
updating the whole Xperia 
range to Android 2.1. This 
means Exchange support, 
faster Bluetooth, live wallpa¬ 
pers and five home screens on 
which to keep all your favourite 
Android apps. 

So now really is a good time 
to pick up this soon-to-be-even- 
more powerful smartphone. 
Because compared to Apple's ubiq¬ 
uitous iPhone, the X10 is preposterous¬ 
ly good value. It's free on most contracts, 
and you can find one for £255 sim free. 
Considering its capable camera, this 
really isn't bad for guality hardware, especially 
as you know the software is going to be updated in a 
couple of weeks.

ANYONE who owns an iPhone knows the only 
real problem is its battery that doesn't last a 
day without recharging. 

Apple fans will say it's because the iPhone 
does so much that you use it for everything; crit¬ 
ics of the iconic phone say it's overpriced and 
Apple builds in obsolescence by sealing the bat¬ 
tery inside. 

So while other phones offer the option of 
carrying another fully charged battery to be 
truly mobile, Apple owners need to consider 
options like the Mophie Juice Pack Air. 

It is in fact a really neat piece of kit, the lat¬ 
est from a manufacturer which has shown 
you can have longer life and good looks. It 
doubles your battery life and acts as protec¬ 
tive cover. 

There are two versions, one for the iPhone and 
the other for the iPod touch both around £60. 

Running Wi-Fi, GPS and 3G on the iPhone 3G 
with the Juice Pack Air attached will yield 
about two full days of heavy use. 


And similarly for the iPod touch we tested 
the juice pack on a 32gb version. Using it flat 
out for games, internet and music we saw 12 
hours which really is double what the iPod 
touch normally managed. 

The only disadvantage is while the case is on 
the loudspeaker doesn't work so you need 
headphones. And in place of the Apple lead you 
get a mini USB which can charge from your 
computer port or with common adapter plugs. 

For my 13-year-old son it transformed his 
experience especially when we went on holiday. 
His 8gb Touch never went flat so long and he 
remembered to charge it when not in use. Fie 
also loved the slightly larger case. 

First the iPod charged, then the juice pack 
Effectively you can switch the juice pack on to 
recharge an ailing iPod too. 

There are two groups of people who will 
benefit. Games addicts and iPhone users who 
use the full range of facilites. And I reckon 
that's about everyone.

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Meet Tamara Drewe - country 
life will never be the same again

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’s rollicking comedy based 
on Posy Simmonds’s much-loved 
graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset, during an 
unseasonably hot spell last October, Tamara 
Drewe chronicles one turbulent year in the life 
of a young woman struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches during the grieving 
process also undergo transformations, gaining 
the strength to make tough decisions about 
their personal relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their catastrophic 
conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini draws 
inspiration from Simmonds’s illustrations to 
sketch finely detailed characters complete 
with moral flaws, retaining the spirit of the 
book while playing to the strengths of film. 

Gemma Arterton is perfectly cast as London 
newspaper journalist Tamara, who returns to 
the cosy village of Ewedown to sell her late 
mother’s cottage. 

Blessed with a cosmetically-sculpted new 
nose and a sense of style that sets her apart 
from her Wellington boot-clad neighbours, 
Tarama turns heads of the men folk. 

She hires childhood sweetheart and 
handyman, Andy Cobb (Luke Evans), to 
oversee repairs whilst encouraging lustful 
glances from celebrated thriller writer and 
serial philanderer, Nicholas Hardiment (Roger 
Allam), who treats his wife Beth (Tamsin 
Greig) like a skivvy and is ill-suited to the 
rural setting. 

“I don’t like cows. They exude bovine malice,” 
he complains. 

Tempers flare when Tamara begins dating 
Ben Sergeant (Dominic Cooper), drummer 
and driving force behind rock band Swipe. 

Schoolgirls Jody (Jessica Barden) and Casey 
(Charlotte Christie), obsessive fans of Ben,

harbour dreams of stealing the rock god away 
from Tamara, and they will stoop to any 
depths to get their man. 

Meanwhile, Beth enjoys compliments from 
American scholar Glen (Bill Camp), who 
cannot disguise his admiration for everything 
that she does, gushing excitedly: “If it were 
possible to have an orgasm from food, these 
mince pies would do it!” 

Tamara Drewe puts a joyful and sometimes 
darkly humorous spin on Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From The Madding Crowd, with Arterton’s 
sexy heroine at the centre of the bed-hopping 
and intrigue. 


Allam’s adulterer elicits pantomime boos 
with every act of treachery, and Greig tugs the 
heartstrings with a tour de force performance 
as a down-trodden cuckold, who notices her 
husband’s natural glow after one liaison and 
innocently chirps: “You’re buzzing like my 
electric toothbrush just after I’ve changed the 
batteries.” 

Cooper gets lost in the mix, while the double- 
act of potty-mouthed youngsters Barden and 
Christie pickpocket all the best exchanges, 
including one quip about teapot lids that 
might just turn out to be one of the lines of the 
year.

THIS latest television venture into 
the UK’s mercurial housing market 
deals with families who have made 
singularly terrible decisions when 
investing in that ‘dream home’. 

Never mind that it has dry rot, wet 
rot, woodworm, a rat infestation, 
death watch beetle, rnasomy bees, 
and a flooding cellar - these families 
bought their wrecks anyway. And 
they did not even think to get a 
structural survey. 

In this new programme Channel 4 
has roped in property veteran Sarah 
Beeny to help hapless homeowners 
sort out their eye-wateringly foolish 
purchases. 

I watched a couple from Garden 
Village in Hull struggle against their 
100-year-old forever home, which was 
being tom apart by magnificent yet 
treacherous trees. 

The roots had destroyed sewage

pipes and the trees’ thirst for water 
had made the soil diy up and the 
house subside. This in turn had 
produced cracks in rnasomy and 
windows, leaving the whole place 
damp and rotting. 

And woodworm was happily eating 
its way through floorboards and 
structural beams. 

The show’s producers dealt with 
this grizzly situation by introducing 
comically nightmarish music 
throughout, and a series of 
melodramatically colourless shots 
depicting the worst of the defects. 

Even the usually upbeat Sarah 
Beeny has been told to keep her 
commentary to a hushed monotone, 
lending the programme a bizarrely 
gothic feel.

But the programme does have 
several redeeming features. Ms 
Beeny gives her usual brand of 
friendly, helpful and practical advice. 
She is also not too shy to tell people 
what needs doing. 

The programme is littered with 
hints and tips for those with similar 
problems, from how to spot whether 
your woodworm is alive to the 
perennial plea to get a full stmctural 
survey. 

And rather than introduce too 
much false melodrama, the couple I 
watched got to enjoy an experiment 
showing that, despite months of 
sleepless nights, their house was not 
actually going to topple down. 

The programme does show that, even 
if you have bought a ridiculously 
dubious-looking house, it will 
probably be okay given enough 
money, care and attention.

AS we creep along the 
jungle trail it’s difficult to 
imagine that just a decade 
ago this was a lawless land 
where rebels roamed. 

Gun-toting militiamen ravaged 
this wildlife sanctuary deep in 
Sierra Leone’s south-east forest, 
killing animals for food and fun, 
stealing anything they could find 
and flushing out the community. 

Tony Blair had to send troops in to 
Freetown to rescue British citizens. 

Now tour operator Exodus takes 
Britons back there on holiday; on 
guided group tours offering a mix of 
local culture, wildlife, great beaches 
and organised activities like canoe 
trips and midnight snorkelling. 

Certainly, life is thriving again on 
the wildlife sanctuary of Tiwai 
Island. 

Eleven species of monkey rule the 
forest and the elusive pygmy 
hippopotamus roams the beds of the 
lazy Moa River. 

Scores of bird species live in 
treetops above the majestic buttress 
roots and dense bush far beneath. 

We took a walk at dawn, a good 
time to see animals, and mysterious 
rustlings and cracking branches 
indicated there were plenty about. 

Our guide, Mohamed Koroma, 
from Kambama village, started 
work in the forest as a teenager. 

He talked about the day the rebels 
came: “When they reached the 
village, they asked us to cross with 
them. Someone refused and they 
killed him.” 

Tiwai Island typifies proud and 
beautiful Sierra Leone, a country 
roughly the size of Wales and 60 per 
cent Islamic. 

Where terror once ruled, natural 
beauty now pervades and its people 
want to share it with visitors. 

As you land in Sierra Leone, after 
a six-hour flight from London, all 


you see from the window is deep 
green forest and rust-red earth. This 
can only be Africa. 

At Lungi Airport on the western 
coast, the heat envelops you. Our 
long wait at the luggage carousel 
was eased by friendly West African 
greetings. Unlike many undeveloped 
airports, people are keen to help. 

Lungi is across the huge natural 
harbour from Freetown, the bustling 
capital, so we caught the boat for the 
half-hour sea trip. 

We explored the city on foot, via 
the indoor market, where bartering 
for wooden figurines and ornate 
fabrics is part of the fun. 

Inside St George’s Cathedral we 
found calm amid all the commotion. 

In the heart of the capital is the 
iconic Cotton Tree, where Sierra 
Leoneans gather for celebrations. Its 
huge canopy spreads like a comfort 
blanket over a central square. 

Freetown witnessed so much 
terror during the 1991 to 2002 civil 
war, but tourist chiefs plan to 
change this war-tom image. 

To the south of the Western Area 
peninsula lie the Banana Islands, 


places of incredible beauty which 
are scarred with an ugly history. 

Sierra Leone was a hub of the 
slave trade, and the islands were 
slaving ports. 

It’s tough to visualise these 
atrocities as you stroll along the 
beaches and swim in calm, warm seas. 

A few yards from the shore, beach 
huts are spacious and comfortable. 
At our request, restaurant staff 
swam out for fresh lobsters. 

After soaking up the rays, we drove 
into the hills of the peninsula to 
Tacugama Chimpanzee Sanctuary, 
which cares for 100 abused chimps 
before returning them to the wild. 

Sierra Leone’s second city, Bo, is 
six hours’ drive from Freetown. 

A walk around the maze of narrow 
alleyways in the food market 
challenges the senses. Chillies of 
every colour are strewn across 
tables, the smell of pungent dried 
fish fills the air and traders shout 
their prices. 

A rough diamond in West Africa, 
Sierra Leone is rich in natural 
beauty and genuine hospitality, and 
eager to invite the world to share it.

Just business as usual as 
Ford retains Nol status 

FORD remains Nol in the UK motor 
market, after leading registrations in 
August and being overall sales leader so 
far this year despite the loss of the 
Scrappage scheme as a stimulant. 

The top sellers are a familiar Nol-No2 
partnership of the Fiesta supermini and 
the Focus family hatch, while the brand’s 
Galaxy MPV and Transit and Fiesta 
vans head their respective sectors. 

Ford of Britain MD Nigel Sharp said 
the robust performance was down to 
clearer pricing, new ads and “our best 
ever vehicle range.” 



Chevy Captiva tuned to 
capture more buyers 


CHEVROLET has updated its value-for- 
money five/seven-seat Captiva SUV to 
take it more upmarket. 

Front end tidying up includes new cor¬ 
porate twin grille styling; the cabin has 
been upgraded; and there are new 
engines and transmissions with front- 
wheel drive and 4x4 layouts. 

The new power comes from a 171bhp 
2.4-litre petrol unit and two 2.2-litre tur¬ 
bodiesels with 163bhp and 184bhp and 
the most intriguing aspect will be how 
these interact with a re-tuned chassis 
claimed to improve the big Chevy’s cor¬ 
nering, roll characteristics and ride feel. 



Mazda bucks market 


DARTFORD-based Mazda UK hit a new 
market share milestone in August - 3.8 
per cent of the retail market and 2.7 per 
cent of the overall market, including 
fleet sales. 

“We’re bucking the industry trend and 
selling above our own targets,” said 
David Wilson-Green, national sales 
manager. 

In a market down 17.5 percent on a 
year ago, combined sales of models like 
the Mazda6 (pictured) rose 4.4 percent 
over August 2009 and sales so far this 
year are 17.9 per cent up on a year ago. 



HAVING produced one of the 
best value serious off-roaders in 
the business before, has Kia gone 
soft on us with the new Sorento? 

The Korean brand admits it can sell more 
units by abandoning the ‘rough tough 4x4’ sec¬ 
tor and Sorento prices are as keen as ever, 
though the £21,455 five-seat, front-wheel drive 
only entry model with a 2.4-litre 172bhp petrol 
engine is slower and thirstier than the 2.2-litre 
194bhp diesel - the must buy from an extra 
£1,800 that also brings seven seats. 

The Sorento now straddles the SUV (sports 
utility vehicle) and MPV sectors and is close to 
the Volvo XC90 SUV for a lot less money and 
with Kia’s now universal seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty. 

It could not differ more from its predecessor; 
the classic ‘body on ladder frame’ for off-roader 
rigidity over rough terrain has made way for a 
one-piece body akin to a standard car. 

It means the newcomer is lighter, more styl¬ 
ish and far better on-road, yet 4x4 versions 
(from £24,495) can tackle fairly dodgy terrain 
too - as I proved at the launch earlier this year.

And now, after a whole week with the car, I 
like it even more. The diesel might sound a lit¬ 
tle gruff, but has plenty of low-down urge for 
this big car in busy traffic, while allowing eco¬ 
nomical cruising, averaging around 40mpg in 
manual or auto form - both six-speeders. 

The car’s height and bulk are controlled well 
when driven with spirit too, while Kia’s 
increasing mastery of decent interiors at value 
prices is also evident. 

However, the test car’s silver-coloured plastic 
highlights already showed some scuffing, 
which does not bode well for how they might 
look in a year’s time. 

The cabin is huge and airiness was enhanced 
by a panoramic sun roof - with electric open¬ 
ing/tilt on the front section - standard on our 
£30,005 KX-3 4x4 flagship model. 

Both rear rows of seats are easily managed 
for whatever mix of seating and cargo is 
required and second row seats rake so that 
passengers can snooze on long journeys; the 
new Sorento really does crossover/MPV duties 
rather well. 

Of course, there are brand snobs who might 
crave more status, but why spend more and 
settle for a piffling warranty too?

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Ashford storm to victory in season opener

A DOMINANT Ashford ran in six tries in a 
clinical attacking display to begin the new 
Kent 1 League campaign with a resounding 
victory. 

Although Beccehamian started strongly by 
forcing Ashford to defend in their own half, it 
was the visitors who opened the scoring after 
only two minutes. Ashford capitalised on a 
number of turnovers and a sweeping move 
allowed Chris Baker to run 40 metres unop¬ 
posed to score the club’s first tiy of the sea¬ 
son. JJ Murray added the extras. 

Bouyed by the try, the visitors went in 


search of another and were rewarded five 
minutes later. Murray exploited a gap in the 
Beccehamian defence and sidestepped three 
defenders on his way to the try line, before 
adding the conversion. 

The home side enjoyed the majority of the 
possession and territory, but were unable to 
break through the Ashford defence and 
were let down at the breakdown. Another 
turnover was clinically finished by Rhys 
Fussell, who ran almost the length of the 
pitch to extend the visitor’s lead. Tommy 


Murray added a fourth try and claimed a 
bonus point minutes later. 

The home side responded to the potential 
rout just before the break, when they were 
awarded a penalty try. 

Beccehamian made a better start to the 
second-half and decreased Ashford’s advan¬ 
tage with a second try. However, two tries 
from Dan Brown ended any hope of a come¬ 
back and completed a morale boosting victo¬ 
ry for the visitors. 

Ashford will hope to continue their impres¬ 
sive start to the season when they take the 
trip to Whitstable on Saturday. 


World record for 
teen javelin ace

Silk went into the games full of confi¬ 
dence after strong performances in the 
Middlesex County Championships, the 
London Disability Athletics Challenge and 
the Paralympic World Cup. 

She began the World Junior Games 
competing in the javelin and threw 19 
metres early on to put herself in medal 
contention. With her final throw, she pro¬ 
duced a career-best to clinch gold with 
an effort of 20.63m to set a new 
European and World under-20 record. 

With a gold medal already to her name, 
Silk threw a personal best of 6.45m in the 
shot to secure a bronze medal. She ended 
by clinching a third medal, this time 
silver, with 18.40m in the discus. 

Following her display in the Czech 
Republic, she travelled to Berlin for a 
national competition where she won a fur¬ 
ther two silver medals in discus and shot. 

She said: “I was delighted with this 
new personal best and proved to myself 
that my throws in the Czech Republic 
were not a fluke.”

US Olympic officials eye up 
sporting facilities in town 


THE UNITED States are among 
the countries to send delegations 
to inspect facilities in Kent this 
summer, with a view to training 
in the county ahead of the London 
Olympics. 

Our sister paper, Kent on Sunday, revealed 
last month the county had twice as many train¬ 
ing camp deals agreed already than any other 
county and the number is likely to increase 
sharply in the next few months. 

Ashford is yet to finalise a deal, but is attract¬ 
ing a lot of interest. The town has four 
pre-approved training sites - Julie Rose 
Stadium, the Stour Centre, Great Chart Golf 
Club and Chilham Park. A delegation from 
Uganda was shown round last Monday, becom¬ 
ing the seventh country to view the facilities. 

The most eye-catching visit has been from the

United States, who sent a team to look at all 
four training venues in July. As one of the 
biggest Olympic teams they are expected to 
take some of the country’s top facilities, with 
their track and field team signing an agree¬ 
ment with Birmingham. 

Despite this Cllr Paul Bartlett, of Ashford 
council, felt it was a huge compliment for the 
town to even be considered. 

He said: “We haven’t had any feedback from 
them as to what they thought, but at the time 
they did say they were particularly impressed 
with the Julie Rose Stadium. 

“A lot of people will go [to Birmingham] but 
they are looking at other venues. They have an 


enormous team. I understand one single venue 
is going to struggle with the size of team they 
hope to send. 

“They are keeping their options open, but also 
need a plan that’s flexible and be able to accom¬ 
modate last minute changes.” 

Ashford is extremely well placed to attract 
teams and with the high-speed rail link it is 
possible to go from the Stour Centre to the 
Olympic Stadium in 31 minutes. 

Canada and New Zealand have also toured 
the town and Bartlett believes the interest will 
only heighten in the next few months. 

He said: “Most of the visits have been in the 
last six to eight weeks. I would be disappointed 
if we didn’t have at least the same number 
between now and Christmas. 

‘We have some top-class facilities that can be 
used by teams in preparation for the Games 
and we would be delighted to share them with 
as many as possible.” 
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Anguish and pride of 
Spencer's World Cup

ENGLAND captain Cath Spencer 
says she may have played in 
her last World Cup after suffering 
the pain of defeat against New 
Zealand in the final. 

The 31-year-old led her side to the brink of a 
famous victory at the Twickenham Stoop, but 
is undecided as to whether she will continue 
playing up to the 2014 tournament. 

Spencer, bom in Ashford, had hoped to lead 
England to their first World Cup victory since 
1994, but the Black Ferns proved too strong 
once again and edged out the host nation 13- 
10. While Spencer believes the core of the 
England squad will return in four years’ time, 
she conceded her own future remained less 
certain. 

“I don’t know [if I’ll be back], it’s a bit too 
early to say,” she said. “I’m 31 now so I’ll be 35, 
which is getting on a bit in international 
rugby. 

“As individuals and as a team, we can still 
get better and we’ll still have a strong nucleus 
of this team in four years’ time. I want to 
retain the Six Nations and win another Grand 
Slam and I’ll make a decision after that.”

“It’s mixed emotions,” she said. “We’re gut¬ 
ted, devastated we didn’t win but very proud 
of the way we played, particularly the first 20 
minutes when we kept New Zealand out. 

“Walking out onto the pitch and hearing the 
national anthem was something I’ll never for¬ 
get. It was a special moment and in some 
ways, it was written for us to win the World 
Cup. 

“The whole tournament was a success and 
all the players can be proud. The profile of the 
sport has gone to new levels and there are 
numbers of people watching the game which 
we’d never have thought possible.” 

Having given up her job at a leisure centre to 
focus entirely on the World Cup, she begins a 
new position as a mgby development manag¬ 
er in the south west later this month. 

“I’ve enjoyed years within rugby at all levels, 
from Folkestone up to the Premiership,” she 
said. “I can now put something back into 
the sport and encourage more people to take 
up rugby, whether it be playing, coaching or 
refereeing.”
